Were the masses of people better 
Informed as to principles underlying 
business transactions and commerce 
in general there would be less cause 
for complaint as to matters pertain­ 
ing to buying and selling of com­ 
modities. 
One of the faults, If it may be so 
termed, is the inclination 
of 
the 
people to complain about prices they 
must pay for goods required for do­ 
mestic and other uses. 
There can be 
no doubt but that in many districts 
retail 
merchants 
exact 
exorbitant 
prices, this to an extent is the fault of 
the people who are little acquainted 
with real values. There are three im­ 
portant things to be considered in the 
fixing of the selling price of all com­ 
modities. 
These factors are the cost 
of the raw materials, the expense of 
manufacturing and the expense of dis­ 
tribution. 
From commercial transac­ 
tions neither of these basic elements 
can be eliminated. The farmer who Is 
the grower of corn, wheat and other 
cereals that comprises food stuffs, re­ 
ceives compensation for his product 
in accordance with the laws of sup­ 
ply and demand, and the values that 
may regulate the monetary markets of 
the world. 
The producer of cotton in 
the southern states, must receive for 
his product 
compensation 
that 
is 
based upon the cost of labor, manu­ 
facture and what finished articles in 
the cotton line may bring in the mar­ 
kets of the world. 
The producer of 
the raw materials must pay for his 
labor, and for his investment in farm 
lands and farm equipment. 
The man­ 
ufacturer who buys the raw products 
must take Into consideration the ex­ 
pense of labor, the maintenance of his 
manufacturing 
plant, 
the 
interest 
upon the amount invested, and also 
various other Items, and the sum of 
these with what he can secure for his 
finished product, regulates the price 
that he pays for the raw* material. 
In 
the distribution of goods the middle 
man plays an Important part. 
He is 
the go-between the producer of the 
raw material the manufacturer, and 
the manufacturer and the consumer. 
He cannot well be eliminated 
from 
commercial 
transactions. 
He 
per­ 
forms a service that neither the pro­ 
ducer of the raw material or the man­ 
ufacturer can more economically per­ 
form. 
The middle men are the job­ 
bers. the commission agents and the 
retailers; each performing his special 
service in the matter of distribution. 
The consumer is the end of the chain, 
the final buyer of commodities who 
utilizes them for his own use and the 
uses of his family. 
There should be 
a margin of profit in each of 
the 
different transactions that will allow 
equitable compensation to each and 
every one interested in the production 
of a finished article. 
All goods have 
a real value and this value is deter 
mined solely by the elements referred 
to herein. The consumer must expect 
to contribute his mite towards the 
support of all engaged in commerce. 
He is the beginning link, as well as 
the ending link of every transaction. 
The farmer who grows wheat, when 
he forces the grocer from whom he 
buys his flour to sell the flour at a 
low rate, indirectly has an influence 
in lowering the market for the wheat 
that he produces. 
When the consum­ 
er demands that goods be sold at a 
price below the cost of production, he 
invites substitution of inferior goods, 
adulteration of the articles and 
en­ 
courages a system that is unwhole­ 
some. 
The people should understand that 
they never receive 
something 
for 
nothing, or receive anything of value 
for less than its value unless under 
some abnormal circumstance. Of late 
years there has a system grown up of 
offering great bargains 
In 
various 
kinds of goods by 
catalogue 
sent 
through the mails, and presenting at­ 
tractive and illusive advertising that 
goods are being sold at less than cost. 
The intelligent man or woman will 
carefully consider all 
the 
circum­ 
stances relative to such ofTers, and 
will be guided accordingly. 
It is evi­ 
dent that when special bargains are 
made there are conditions that Justify 
such bargains; that goods are not of 
standard grade, are stale, or deterior­ 
ated in some manner. 
Also there has 
a system of offering “free premiums” 
grown up that Is unwholesome, and to 
an extent an imposition upon the peo­ 
ple as the system compels them to 
pay for articles that are not essential 
for them to have. 
The man who buys 
sugar does not care to be forced un­ 
der the guise of paying for sugar to 
pay for a paper of pins or a package 
of needles, even though these may be 
a “free premium.” 
It is well to bear 
these points in mind, and 
a 
little 
study into business economics and 
principles will be highly advantage­ 
ous to the one who desires to know 
about the proper value of goods he 
must buy. 


Some of the Plans to Secure Money 
Without Adequate Compensation. 


Plans to 
secure 
money from 
the 
people without giving 
adequate 
re­ 
turns are numerous. 
Not alone are 
the 
residents 
of 
country 
districts 
made the 
victims of 
schemers, but 
city people as well are now and then 
humbugged by shrawd fakirs. Within 
the past year or two it was announced 
in the columns of magasines and the 
farm papers of a seedless apple being 
evolved. A few months later seedless 
apple trees were 
widely 
advertised 
from different parts of 
the country. 
One concern which started in to op­ 
erate on an extensive plan organized 
seedless apple companies in different 
states of the western country. Within 
a few months hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were taken from the pock­ 
ets of the people for seedless apple 
trees. 
These trees 
were 
just 
the 
ordinary kind, and poor stock at that. 
So bold were the operations of the 
seedless apple tree schemers that the 
secretary of agriculture found it nec­ 
essary to Issue a bulletin warning the 
people of the fraud, and later the post 
office department Issued fraud orders 
against those engaged in the nefarious 
business. There are nurseries located 
in nearly every state. 
It is a good 
plan for the residents of farming and 
fruit growing districts to carefully in­ 
vestigate concerns selling fruit trees 
and siraikir lines 
before 
they 
are 
given patronage. _

A number of petty grafts have late­ 
ly been worked throughout the coun­ 
try. 
One of the common ones Is the 
hiring of 
agents to sell 
soaps, per­ 
fumes and other commodities on the 
premium plan. 
The concerns which 
operate games of this class generally 
have their headquarters in some large 
city and through advertising 
secure 
the names of people desiring employ­ 
ment as canvassers and 
agents. 
To 
such they send letters holding out ex­ 
traordinary inducements. 
Those who 
agree to act as agents sign a contract 
which is an agreement to pay for such 
goods as may be sent to them on con­ 
signment. 
The sample outfits which 
are forwarded, or the small stock 
of 
goods, are billed in such a way as to 
allow the concern an exorbitant profit. 
If the agent succeeds In selling the 
goods and remits promptly there is 
not likelihood of being any trouble, 
but generally the goods are so poor in 
quality that they remain dead stock 
in the hands of the canvasser, and 
he will find that the agreement he has 
signed will hold him to pay for the 
goods. 


• 
* 
* 
One of the humbugs that is perpe­ 
trated upon the people of many com­ 
munities is the selling of stock in co­ 
operative mercantile companies. 
Dur­ 
ing the past three or four years 
the 
residents of many small towns and ag­ 
ricultural districts have lost hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, if not 
mil­ 
lions, through the buying of stock in 
alleged cooperative establishments in 
large cities. 
One company with head­ 
quarters in Chicago, doing 
a 
mall 
order business, uold stock in excess of 
$1,000,000, and when the concern went 
into the hands of a receiver about a 
year ago there was not ten per cent, 
of assets to return 
to 
stockholders. 
Other alleged cooperative 
deals 
in­ 
volve what is termed a profit sharing 
plan. 
This plan does not require the 
purchase of stock, but the cooperative 
part is purely a scheme devised for 
the securing of trade. 


CO STLY LESSONS IN ECONOMY. 


It 1« Not Always a Matter of Saving to 
Buy Cheap Goods. 


Care of Shade Trees. 
While shade trees are very desirable 
along sidewalks 
and 
roads, 
unless 
they are kept well trimmed they be­ 
come much of a nuisance, preventing 
evaporation of rains and helping make j 
muddy streets. It Is well for cltisens 
of every town to look after the trim* 
mlng of shade trees, and the planting 
of shade trees where they are needed. 


Almost every rural community has 
within its confines people who have 
paid well lor experience and have 
learned costly lessons as to buying 
of goods. 
Not long ago in a western town a 
citizen desired to buy a kitchen range. 
A visit to the local hardware store 
was made and the prices asked by 
the dealer were not satisfactory to 
the prospective purchaser, who by 
the way had his attention attracted 
by the advertising in his farm paper 
of “a bargain” in a kitchen range. 
The range was advertised as equal to 
those costing ‘‘twice the money at the 
local store.” 
The citizen 
sent 
a 
money order to the concern advertis­ 
ing the range, and in the course of a 
few weeks he was notified by the rail­ 
road agent that the range had ar­ 
rived. 
In removing it from the sta­ 
tion to the farm house, in some inex- 
plainable way part of it was broken. 
The broken pieces were taken to the 
local hardware store but could not be 
duplicated. 
A letter was written to 
the range company and in the course 
of a few weeks a duplicate of the 
broken part was received, but it was 
discovered that it would not fit the 
stove. 
It had to be returned and a 
few weeks later another piece was 
sent; then the stove was placed in 
use. 
Within six months the top had 
become so warped that it interfered 
seriously with the drafts. 
At the end 
of the year the stove was burned out 
and ready for the Junk heap. 
The 
purchaser of the stove then deter­ 
mined that he would secure another 
range from the home dealer. He paid 
the home dealer the price he was 
asked which was about one-third more 
than the poor range cost, and after a 
few years the range was found to be 
as good almost as when first bought. 
This Is one illustration of how econ­ 
omy 
wrongfully 
practiced 
is 
ex­ 
pensive. 
It is not always wise to 
seek the bargain counters when good 
articles are wanted. 
Neither is It a 
wise idea to buy goods before you 
have an opportunity to carefully ex­ 
amine 
them 
and 
determine 
their 
▼§}ue.

munity the employment of labor essen­ 
tial to every business is given to the 
foreign place, and the home town is

Every dollar that Is sent away from 
a community where it is pioduced 
either by the tilling of the soil, by the 
growing of live stock, by the work of 
the day laborer, or by the storekeeper, 
Impoverishes the community to that

that each one of these 2,000 people 
! send away to some foreign place $60 
per year. 
This in the aggregate is 
$100,000 per year that goes to the sup­ 
port of a foreign town. 
Suppose that 
sending 
his 
money 
away 
saves ten per cent.; the savings for a 
year would be $5, and in ten years $50. 
Look at the other side— $100,000 busi­ 
ness per year would support in the 
home town five good stores. 
Each one 
of these stores would give employ­ 
ment to a number of hands. The small 
percentage of profit that would be 
made would be retained in the com­ 
munity and be invested in new' enter­ 
prises. 
Year after year there would 
be a continual increase in the pros­ 
perity of the town, and the building 
up process would add to the value of 
all 
the 
town 
property, 
and 
to the 
farms within the trading radius of the 
town. 
While by 
sending 
away the 
farmer would in ten years’ time save 
but $50, whereas by patronizing the 
home town 
the 
profits 
that 
would 
come to him in substantial increase 
in real 
estate 
values 
w'ould be ten 
times this amount. 
The building up 
of the town would Improve the home 
market, affording every producer on 
the farms better prices for all his pro­ 
duce. 


Then there 
is 
another thing, the 
town 
supports 
the 
churches, 
the 
schools and other public institutions. 
The efficiency of these institutions are 
dependent upon the life and activity 
of the town. 
W here poor towns exist, 
the schools do not receive the support 
that is necessary to make them good, 
neither are the churches of the high 
standard they should be. 
Home pat­ 
ronage 
means 
good 
schools, 
good 
churches and all conveniences that 
add to the pleasure and enlightenment 
of a people. 


AH the residents 
of a community 
have 
common 
interests 
in it— the 
banker, the lawyer, the doctor, the 
merchant, the farmer, the day laborer 
— all have equal interests. 
Thus we 
find that a community is in reality a 
large cooperative assembly. 
W hat is 
of interest to on# is of material Inter­ 
est to the other. 
But more important 
than all Is that by a practice of the 
home patronage principle the potsibili- 
tles of building up trusts for th© con­ 
trol of industries of the country are 
reduced to the minimum; in fact, a 
strict adherence to this simple princi­ 
ple of building up and protecting home 
Industries precludes the building up 
Pf hartnful trusts and combinations.

According to the United States cen­ 
sus of 1900 there was produced in the 
United States 1,293,662,433 dozen eggs. 
| The same statistics give the annual 
production of poultry at 250,623,114. 
The butter made on farms each year 
is in excess of I,(JDO,OOO,OOO pounds. 
The cheese made on farms averages 
about 
20,^)00,000 
pounds 
annually. 
These statistics are interesting, and 
with each farmer growing poultry and 
eggs and making butter and cheese, it 
hardly seems possible that such com­ 
binations as dairy trusts and egg and 
poultry trusts could exist, but that 
they do is nevertheless a fact. 
Every small town in a farming dis­ 
trict can command sufficient butter, 
egg and poultry trade to support a 
prosperous 
exclusive 
produce estab­ 
lishment. 
The practice has generally 
obtained in agricultural districts of 
storekeepers in various 
lines 
taking 
farm ers’ 
produce 
in 
exchange 
for 
goods. 
The produce thus received by 
merchants is forwarded to the com­ 
mission houses in the large city, and 
these houses are factors that make It 
possible to maintain trusts in the pro­ 
duce business. 
It appears that if each 
town had its exclusive produce estab­ 
lishment to buy what the farmer has 
to sell instead of the produce going 
through the local stores, that better 
prices could be paid the farmers and 
the business made a most profitable 
one if rightly conducted. 
According to the 
natural 
laws of 
business industry succeeds best where 
advantages are most abundant. 
Thus 
it seems that the produce offers a 
most excellent field in the m a;, rity of 
agricultural towns. 


GOOD ROADS M O V E M E N T . 


Millions of Dollars Annually Saved to 
the Farmers of the United States. 


One of the most important move­ 
ments that has been inaugurated of 
recent years, and which has resulted 
in wonderful benefit to the people is 
the good roads movement. 
Within the 
United States there are approximately 
about 8,000,000 farmers. 
If luring a 
year each of those farmers can be 
saved $10 in time, or In wear and tear 
upon horse* and wagons by means of 
improved roads, it means a saving of 
$80,000,000 annually; but the truth la 
that the 
improved 
roads 
that have 
been built up the past half dozen years 
through agitation of the good roads 
movement saves each farmer in the 
land from $50 to HOO. 
Thus it can be 
seen that the savings brought about 
through this movement aggregate hun- I 
dreds of millions of dollars *-aeh year. ! 
Good 
roads are important to the 
progressive town. 
This fact has be­ 
come 
so 
recognized 
that 
wherever 
there exists a live agricultural town 
Its citizens will be found *n be staunch j 
advocates of road Improvement, and 1 
there is a civic pride and friendly com- I 
petition in the matter of having good I 
roads leading to the towns. 
The work 
of road improvement has only fairly 
begun. 
A number of state legislatures 
have taken up the work and during 
the next dozen years great changes 
will be wrought as to the building and 
maintenance of public highways. 


Regardless of the magnitude of a 
I city or town there must be employ­ 
ment for the people. 
In fact, popula­ 
tion of any city depends upon the op­ 
portunity that it may afford the resi­ 
dents gaining a livelihood. 
The agri- 
! cultural town receives its support from 
whatever mercantile traffic It can gain 
from contiguous territory, and what 
industries in the manufacturing lino 
that can be advantageously conducted. 
The 
city 
draws 
support 
from the 
smaller towns in an area of country, 
which, owing to its geographical posi­ 
tion and what other advantages it may 
have, it may command the trade of. 
It is to the 
advantage 
of 
every 
town to have as many manufacturing 
plants as can be profitably operated. 
Natural conditions regulate manufac­ 
turing to a great extent. 
Transporta­ 
tion facilities, the cost of raw material 
and fuel are highly important factors; 
yet there are certain lines of small 
manufacturing that can be well car­ 
ried on in any 
community 
lf 
only 
rightly 
managed. 
For 
many 
years 
ambitious towns 
have 
followed the 
practice of offering bonuses to manu­ 
facturing concerns in order to secure 
their location. 
The bonus system has 
not 
always 
operand 
satisfactorily. 
Too often promoters of manufacturing 
enterprises look to the bonus offered 
as a means of making profit rather 
than to the legitimate conduct of the 
business. 
Then, 
again, 
there 
are 
stock-jobbing schemes that operate in 
connection with the bonus plan, and it 
has 
been 
known 
that 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars have been loft by 
people anxious to further the manu­ 
facturing 
interests 
of 
their 
home 
towns. 
Numerous 
manufacturing 
centers 
have been gradually built up through 
the right kind of co-operation of the 
citizens. 
There is one prosperous city 
in Illinois that owes its activity main­ 
ly to the plans pursued by an enter­ 
prising class of Swedish citizens, who 
some 
30 
yei.rs 
ago 
organized 
a 
Swedish Aid society. 
This society ad­ 
vanced money to worthy workers who 
desired to engage in business. Officers 
of the society supervised the business 
to a great extent, and small concerns 
which wer^e established have grown to 
be factories whose output run well up 
into the millions annually. 
This aid 
society loaned money 
to be repaid 
from the profits of the business. 
The 
plan was a successful one. 
The system here referred to sug­ 
gests a means whereby each town or 
city which desires to build up manu­ 
facturing interests can do so at the 
minimum cost; that is, that the dan­ 
gers and objections offered 
by the 
bonus systems are entirely eliminated, 
as is also the chance for promoters to 
reap a harvest through the exploita­ 
tion 
of 
unsound 
enterprises. 
This 
plan involves the incorporation of a 
promoting 
company. 
Local 
capital 
may be subscribed to whatever extent 
is deemed expedient. 
To illustrate: 
If an organization be formed with $25,- 
000 capital, $10,000 of this capital can 
be employed in the equipment of a 
building for manufacturing purposes. 
This building can have facilities for 
half a dozen to a dozen small manu­ 
facturing concerns. 
The power neces­ 
sary may be supplied from a general 
power plant. 
The machinery for man­ 
ufacturing can be installed as required. 
A board of directors shall be selected 
to oversee the business. 
Whenever I 
a small enterprise is found to be seek- I 
ing a location, the directors are em- I 
powered to negotiate for its location 
in the town. 
The concern may be in­ 
corporated 
and a 
small 
amount of 
stock taken by the holding company. 
Facilities for manufacturing and m ar­ 
keting whatever the product may be 
are afforded. 
If the enterprise proves 
successful it can be moved from the 
experimental station into a separate 
building, the holding company invest­ 
ing in Its stock, and the dividends on 
the stock can be placed in the general 
fund for the extension of other enter­ 
prises. 
Should an enterprise prove to 
be lacking in merit it can be discard­ 
ed. 
In this manner from half a dozen 
to a dozen different enterprises can 
be carried on and thoroughly tested as 
to practical workings. 
Of course, it 
must not be expected that all of the 
undertakings 
will 
prove 
successful, 
but if good judgment be used in select­ 
ing 
enterprises, a large percentage 
will prove profitable. 
Those who sub­ 
scribe for the stock of the holding 
company can be compensated by re­ 
ceiving an equitable percentage upon 
the amount invested in stock. 
This plan eliminates the objection­ 
able features of granting bonuses and 
the subscribing for stock in concerns 
that are in embryo stage and purely 
experiments. 


EQUITY IN BUSINESS. 


Practice of Live-and-Let-Live 
pies Most Desirable. 
Prlncl* 


Too frequently It Is noticed that In 
the struggle to 
attain 
wealth 
the 
rights of the individual are ignored. 
Fair dealing la a desirable thing as 
well as most simple and it requires 
only common honesty to practice it. 
Not alone is there honesty involved 
in the matter of selling but also in 
the matter of buying. 
It is quite as 
dishonorable for the purchaser to ex­ 
act that the seller receive no profit on 
an article sold as it is for the seller 
to demand an exorbitant price for his 
goods. 
There is much sound philosophy in\ 
the live-and-let-live gospel. 
This is 
nothing more than an observance of 
the Golden Rule that has found ex* 
presslon in all ages of enlightenment 
from the time of Gautama down to 
the present. 
In every day dealings it 
Is apparent that there is too much of 
exaggerated 
selfishness in evidence, 
too great a struggle for the vantage. 
There should be a spirit of Christian 
cooperation that would be Just to ail 
alike. 
Whole 
communities suffer 
sometimes from the lack of this sense 
of equity on the part of merchants 
and their customers. 
How often is the complaint heard in 
rural districts that the storekeepers 
of a town charge too high prices for 
what they have to sell? 
How often is 
it noticed that where this feeling dom­ 
inates the people 
that 
the 
homo* 
town suffers as a consequence? 
It is 
short sightedness on 
parts of mer­ 
chants to require of their customers' 
more than what may be considered a 
legitimate and just profit. 
In fact, it 
is poor business policy to follow out 
a plan of this kind. 
There are many 
towns whose growth has been 
pre­ 
vented through a grasping tendency 
of the merchants to make all they pos­ 
sibly can in a few short years, and to 
give the people as small an amount of 
goods as they 
will take for 
their 
money. 
The natural result of a pol­ 
icy of this kind is that the people 
seek other towns in which to do their 
trading and quito often buy from the 
distant mail-order house. 
Habits once formed 
are hard 
to 
break. 
It la quite as difficult for the 
merchant to recover from the habit 
of making exorbitant profits as it is 
for the patron of the mail-order house 
to turn his trade to the home stores. 
Should both the merchants and their 
customers calmly consider principles 
that enter into commerce, and both 
determine to practice equity in their 
dealings, the merchant to sell honest 
goods at honest profits and the cus­ 
tomer to give patronage to merchants 
who would practice this principle, it 
would be wholesome not alone for 
the home towns, but for all the com­ 
munities.

Quite often when towns are organ­ 
ized the matter of providing for public 
parks is overlooked. 
Every town is a 
city in embryo. 
No one can prophesy 
how great it may become In time. 
It 
is well to look into the future and to 
set aside grounds that may be used 
for park purposes. 
It has been the 
experiments of many cities that the 
park question is a troublesome one 
when not looked after in ample time. 
There is nothing that makes the city 
more attractive or is such a blessing 
to its people as a cozy park where 
they may meet for recreation during 
the warmer months of the year.
